The amount 
of subsidy for the respective quarter shall 
be on the basis of the parsumption of 75 % 
travelling by the eligible concessional pass 


( 2 ) Department of Transport shall reimburse 
the subsidy claim once claim is received from 
the Corporation after completion of each 
quarter. 


( 3 ) The Finance Department shall check the 
correctness and authenticity of such claim 
after periodic interval as deemed fit by the 
Finance Department . 
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lie with the Government , which shall be final 
and binding on all concerned . 


( 4 ) An additional amount of Rs. 10.00 Cr. 
shall be released to KTCL for operating the 
scheme which will be recovered on completion 
of recovery as indicated at sub -clause ( 1) of 
the Seasonal Pass Scheme for Daily Commuters 
and Students by Kadamba Transport 
Corporation Limited - 2012 , in the same 
manner as stipulated in sub - clause ( 1 ) of that 
scheme. 


11. Redressal ofGrievances and Disputes. 
Grievances, if any, arising out of the 
implementation of this scheme, shall be heard 
and decided by the Director of Transport and 
the decision of the Director of Transport in 
this regard shall be final and binding on all 
concerned . 


8. Validity and Review.- The validity of the 
scheme is extended upto December, 2017 and 
review shall be due in November, 2017 .

9. Relaxation - The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses or 
conditions of the scheme in genuine cases to 
be recorded in writing.
